Glover 
They were both committed to the jnll of Mil 
waukee couuty, in accordance witb the man 
dates of their sentence—BOOTH for the term 
of one month aud RVKCRAVT, for ton day* 
But like tbe Prophet of old, they have bee 
quickly delivered from tbis den of malefactor* 
by an authority more patent than tbat exeretoi 
by Judge Miller in bis committal. Imuiediati 
application was made by the countel of tbe! 
prisoners, to our Supreme Court, for a writ u 
Hateat Corpne, which was granted on Satur 
day morning of last week, the Cuurt being uu 
animuut in Ft* decUiou. 


From tbe State Journal we learn that " on an 


nouncing tbe deeiiion of tbe Court, Cbie 
Juttice WHITOM remarked tbat they bad de 
cided to grant tbe prayer of tbe petitioner*, and 
tbat the ground* fur bis decision would boglvea 
in hi* opinion after the trial.

1891, 3 Statutes, 
page 648: That where any State or States, hav- 
ing complied with the recommendation of Con- 
^ress in the resolution of the 23d September, 
789, shall have withdrawn, or efiali hereafter 
vHhdratt, either in whole or in fart, the u*e of 
their jail* for prisoners committed under the 
authority of the United Slates, the Marshal in 
aucb State, under tho direction of the Judge of 
the district, shall be and hereby i* authorixed 
and required to hire a convenient place to nerve 
aa a temporary jail, and to make the tn-ci-f-surr 
provisions for the axfe keeping of prNonern 
committed under the authority of tbe United 
States, until permanent provision shall bo mode 
by law for thai purpose ; and tbe said Marshal 
shall be allowed his reasonable expenses incur- 
red for the ai-ove purposes, to be paid out of 
the Treasury of the Urited States." By " An

At the first pesaion of the Legislature of this

Statet; aud all such sheriffs, jailors, prison- 
keepers and their deputies offending in the 
prenme*, shall be liable to the same pains and 
penaltie*, and the parties aggrieved ahali be 
entitled to tbe same remedies against tbem, or 
any of them, as if snch prisoners had been 
committed to their custody by virtue of lewl 
process issued under the authority of this 
State." 


Th* Clerk State* that he made out certified 
copies of the record and sentence in earn case, 
together with statements of the fines and cents .

Chapter 134 of the Statute* of thin State, of 


the writ of habeat corput, provide* that appli- 
cation for the writ may be made to any Judge 
of the Supreme, Circuit or County Court*, be- 
ing within the county where the prisoner i« 
detained; and if no such officer in the county, 
then to torn* *ucb officer in an adjoining county. 
To the petition for the writ, if the confinement 
or restraint i* by virtue of any warrant, order. 
or procets, a copy thereof must be annexed. 
Ac.; and it shall be the duty of tbe officer 
forthwith to remand such party if it shall ap- 
pear that he is detained in custody, either by 
virtue of procet* issued by any court or judge 
of the United States, in a cose where such 
court rr judge has exclusive jurisdiction ; or by 
virtu* of tbe final judgment or decree of any 
competent court of civil or criminal jurisdic- 
tion, or of any execution tamed upon nuch 
judgment or decree. AnJ where it shall a 
pear from the return that euch party i* d. 
rained upon any criminal accusation, no order 
of discharge shall be made until sufficient no- 
tiee be riven to tbe Diitnet Attorney of the 
County, it to be found. 


Whether the Supreme Court, under this or 
aay other law, has jurisdiction of th* writ, I 
shall not inquire. They have construed die 
State lawa in favor of their jurisdiction, and 
that is enough. These prisoners were confined 
in the jail of Milwaukee County, and in purcu- 
anee or those writs, were conveyed out of that 
county, through two others and into Dane 
County, to Madison, a distance of one hundred 
miles, to tbe Supreme Court. The District 
Attorney of the United States could not legally 
recdv* notice of the hearing, for the Court had 
no authority to notify him, but the Attorney for 
tbe County ; nor were the United States repre- 
sented. Upon an ex purte hearing, under these 
circumstances, the prisoners were ordered to 
b* discharged from the CUM tody of tha Sheriff, 
notwithstanding the express prohibition of the 
statute, in caws of confinement by virtue of 
proem issued by artnm or judge ofthe United 
State*, wber* such court or judge has ezclu- 
«iv* jurisdiction, or by virtue of the final judg- 
ment or decrc* of a competent court of civil or 
criminal jurisdiction. (That this Court ha* ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the subject matter of in- 
dietmenU or prosecution* under the supple- 
mental act of 1860, commonly called the Fu- 
gitive Slav* Act, i* unquestioned; and that 
UM conviction and sentience of those prisoners 
w«r* in a legally competent court of criminal 
jurisdiction, is equally clear.

Jennens 7 Howard 694, it is remark- 
ed by the Supreme Court of the U. S. •• It is 
a doctrine of law too long established to require 
a citation of authorities,that where a Court has 
jurisdiction it has a right to decide every ques- 
tion which accrues in the case, and whether its 
decision be correct or otherwise, its judgment, 
till reversed, is recorded as binding in every 
other Court; and thnt where the jurisdiction of 
a Court and the right of a plaintiff to prosecute 
bis suit in it, hnveonce attached, that right can 
not bfc arrested or taken away by proceedings in 
another Court " This is the line which denotes 
jurisdiction and its exercise, in cases in perton- 
on, tho Court must have power over the aub 
ject matter, and the parties. Tbat this Court 
bad jurisdiction of indictments for rescuing; and 
aiding the escape of fugitives from labor tit un- 
questionable, aud that tlia parties were prere.nt 
HI Court at the trial of thu»e indictment* the 
records show. It was for this Court to decide 
upon the exiiteocu of the fact* which gave jur- 
isdiction ; and the exercise of jurisdiction war- 
raat* th* presumption that the fact* which were 
necessary to be alleged and proved, were to al- 
leged and proved. If auch subjects of jurisdic- 
tion were examitiable into, by a different tribu- 
nal upon a writ of kabete corpui, which does 
not settle any right between parties, there 
would be no end to litigation, nor no certainty 
in the administration of justice. An order of 
discharge upon tuch grounds is an anomaly in 
judicial proceedings. -There is not a term of 
this Court, but objections are rnued, to the 
reading of records from State Courts in evi- 
dence, upon some apparent defect in tbtt pro- 
ceedings ; but if tbe Court had jurisdiction of 
the subject, matter, and the parties we cannot 
permit such objections to prevail. 


Again, tbe courts of each government con- 


utrue tbe laws of tbat government, and all other 
courts should adopt that construction. Such has 
been the uniform practice in tho federal and 
state court*, as established and required by 
adjudications almost innumerable, lu Elroeii- 
dorff vs. Taylor, 6 Cond. Hep. SO, Marshall C. 
J., remarks. "This court has uniformly pro- 
fessed its disposition, in cases depending on the 
law* of a particular utate, to adopt tho eon- 
atriiction which the courts of the itato have 
given to those laws. This course is founded 
an the principle, Kuppoeed to be universally 
recognized, that the judicial department of every 
government, is the appropriate organ for con- 
rtruiug the legislative acts of that government, 
Thus no court iu the universe, which pro- 
fessed to be governed by principle, would pre- 
sume to undertake to «ny, that the courts of 
Great Britain or. of France, or of miy other 
nation bnd misunderstood their own statutes 
and therefore erect itself into a tribunal which 
should correct sucb misunderstanding. 
We 


receive the construction given by the court* of 
the nation a* the true sense of the law. aud feel 
ourselves no more at liberty to depart from that 
construction, than to depart from tlie word* of 
the Statute. On this principle the construction 
riven by thi* court to the conttitution and law* 
of the United State* ia received by all a* the
